The Norwegian ships sunk by the Germans are the Gh'tter-

AH the members of her crew were 
saved. The Norwegian bark Supurb was sunk in the Atlantic 
ocean off Fastnet, Ireland.

. 'And .the result of improved roads and ttie increasing use of 
the automobile by farmers will not be merely increased con- 
venience for farmers. Tliis development is going to add large- 
ly to the value of.farms in remote localities by making the 
markets easily accessible. There are many of the best farms 
from which to take a load of produce to market means an all 
day's trip with a team of horses, while with an auto truck two 
(rips could easily be made. This means a great saving of time, 
and as the price of trucks is steadily decreasing it is safe to 
predict-that within a few years no farm will be considered 
fully equipped without one.
